FRENCH MUNITION MINISTER 
“PLEADS THAT WE COM-

PARIS, Dec. 28.—Albert Thomas, 
former Minister of Munitions and 
French Socialist leader, writes an 
editorial in L’/Information under 
the heading, “To Our American 
Friends,” in which he deplores what 
he calls the completeness with which 
Americans have abandoned consid- 
eration of war problems to devote 
themselves to business. He says he 
hears much talk of agreements with 
French industry, notably offers made 
to chemical products manufacturers 
to becorhe the agents in France for 
American producers. 

“May I venture to say,” he writes,

America’s im- 
mense services to France were not

A dramatic episode was the pas- 
sage of the Kiel Canal on last De- 
cember 18. Accompanied by the 
British destroyers Verdun and Vice- 
roy, the Hercules gave the Germans 
ulong the banks of the cana] their 
first sight of the British flag since 
1914. Germans who watched the 
ships were indifferently curious, but 
not infrequently women and chil- 
dren waved their hands. There was

WiItHIN REVOLUTIONARY 
GERMANY, BY WAY OF PARIS, 
Dec. 28.—Leaving Coblenz we mo- 
tored under the bright moon and 
/stars along the Rhine with our Ger- 
man army chauffeur making such 
speed that it was impossible to make 
our glimpses of famous castles and 
old world towns more than momen- 
tary flashes of pictures or silhou- 
ettes. Dawn -was adding to the 
beauties of the river and mountains 
as we left the Rhine, and we took 
one last look at the somber ruins 
and vineciad heights before turning 
our faces toware Mainz and Frank- 
fort. 
Among the leaders of the workers 
and soldiers at Frankfort was Her- 
man Wendel, who also declared he 
favored publicity regarding German 
economic conditions—he being a 
member of the late Reichstag and 
now most active in revolutionary af- 
fairs. « 
Wendel said the German military 
breakdown was due primarily to the 
submarine programme, which al- 
ways was unpopular with the people. 
He also declared the breakdown 
was due to the collapse of the spring 
drive and to Ludendorff’s meddling 
in politics, after promising the smash 
on the west front was a peace of- 
fensive.

We headed from Berlin at 
approximately 100 miles an hour 
with nothing to do except to keep 
my head behind Hoffmann's back to 
g¢seape the terrific rush of air, and 
occasionally peering out at the Ger- 
man landscape which, from a height 
of 2000 meters, revealed flelds of 
variegated tans and ereens with 
splotches of red-tiled roofs for 
warmth, and stretches of black for- 
ests to complete the illusion that an 
enormous Persian shaw! was unroll- 
ing beneath us. 

AIRPLANE SAGS. 

Hoffmann managed the plane with 
a map between his knees, constantly 
leoking downward on either side to 
follow the rivers and railroads and 
towns. After a while the thunderous 
roar of the motor stopped and the 
machine sagged with a sickening 
inertia, Hoffmann heading ft straight | 
for a village at an angle of 45 deg. | 
Gripping the frail wood brace, 
thought of many airplanes I Fe 
seen on the west front with theif 
noses dng into the ground and their 
wings shattered, but the motor 
started again and the plane leveled 
out. 

Hoffmann had performed a man- 
euver to get a better look at the vil- 
lage, which he explained to me after- 
ward did not seem to belong on the 
map. Many other evolutions fol- 
lowed before we made a cautious de- 
scent at Cassel for gas. Here Field 
Marshal Hindenburg granted an in- 
terview.

waved the goggles wildly, and 
gnizing how the hundred-mile 
wind was pounding his unprotected 
eyeballs, I stood up on the tiny seat 
and readjusted the goggles, there- 


of aviation forever. 
Again Hoffmann raised his hand a 


gesture [I looked ahead toward a 
great city, a wide expanse of ma- 
sonry, parks and thoroughfares, 
leaving no doubt that here was Ber- 
lin. 
After jockeying for a good tand- 
ing position which gave a further 
opportunity for study of the German 
capital from the clouds, Hoffmann 
brought the plane to earth and we 
skimmed forward to one of the hang- 
ars of the famous Aldershof fieid. 
We had come from Nordhausen in

and soon were speeding down Unter 
den Linden, with the red flag of the 
revolution flying from the windsills 
and a soldier on the front seat beside 
the chauffeur with a rifle on one arm 
and that familiar white braseard on 
the other. Hoffmann sat by my side 
and as the chauffeur turned corners 
at high speed, this hitherto calm air- 
man seemed nervous, which earned 
for the chauffeur my sincerest grati- 
tude.

AMERICAN FOOD 
SAVES BELGIUM. 


Hoover Says no Deaths Oc- 
curred from Starvation. 


Children Come Through Or- 
deal Better than Expected. 


Great Need Now is Clothing of 
Unlimited Supply. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Four 
years of German oppression brought 
no loss of life from starvation to 
Belgium and Northern France and 
the under-nourishment  pesulting 
from enemy occupation can be 
stamped out if America continues 
to send food. 

This report from Herbert Hoover, 
chairman of the commission for re- 
lief in Belgium, based on a survey of 
the occupied territories, was made 
public tonight. 

The survival of the peoples of 
Belgium and Northern France, 
while a quarter of the populations 
of other German occupled lands died 
of famine, was ascribed by Mr. 
Hoover to the work of the commis- 
sion which, for four years poured 
food across belligerent lines. 

The gratitude of these peoples to 
the United States, Mr. Hoover re- 
ported, “is unbounded and embar- 
rassing.” They no longer need or 
desire to get food through charity 
but owing to the systematic destruc- 


depend to a considerable extent up- 
on the United States for clothing. 
“The population is underciad,” 
Mr. Hoover said, “and the one di- 
rection in which the Belgians are in 
need of charitable help is in large 
clothing supplies. There is no 
quantity of second-hand clothing 
that will not be needed and that will 
not bring gratitude into the heart 
of some individual Belgian.”

Vedat, according tothe report, is $2 
a pound, eggs $1 Mach, and butter 
$2.50 a pound, These prices are 
in contrast with an average income 
for more than one-half the popu- 
lation of less than $4 a week per 
family. The Food Administration 
established by the Belgian govern- 
ment, the report added, is taking 
care of thia situetion as rapidly as 
le. 


“An examination of the popula- 
tion.”” Mr. Hoover said, “proves that 
the shipments of food by the com- 
mission for relief in Belgium dur- 
ing the past four years have brought 
thia people through their ordeal 
without itrreparable damage to the 
national health. There exists among 
certain classes under-nutrition, but 
continued supplies of food will 
rapidly rectify this. There has 
been a considerable of 
tuberculosis as a result of this un- 
der-nutrition, but the Belgian au- 
thorities believe this can be stamped 
out without great loss provided ade- 
quate supplies of food arrive. 

CHILDREN FARED WELL. 

‘Tite most cheering factor in the 
situation is the condition of the 
2,000,000 Belgian children who have 
been the object of the utmoai 
solicitude of the whole world dur 
ing the four years of occupation 
Because of the supplementary mea!s 
furnished by the relief commission 
and ‘the many children’s‘ institutions 
which have been largely .supported 
by the magnificent outpouring of 
world charity, these children have 
come through this period in a state 
of health perhaps even better than 
could be expected .. . Because 
of America’s ready response to the 
appeal of the relief commission to 
save the future generations of Bel- 
gium we mey be duly proud of this 
result.”’ 

Prior to the German evacuation. 
Mr. Hoover said, approximately 
3,500,000 people were destitute and 
dependent. Through the energy of 
the people in getting back to work, 
he said, this had been reduced to 
2,000,000 and within a month it was 
expected to decrease to not more 
than 1,000,000. 

“My survey of the rest of Europe. 
the Balkan states and Poland,” Mr. 
Hoover said, “is not complete, but 
sufficient evidence is at hand tv 
show that before next harvest, fre- 
lief of an unprecedented character 
must be extended if the remaining 
population is to be maintained in any 
semblance of health.”

CHRISTMAS IN RUSSIA. 


BUT NOWHERE IN HUTS on 
VILLAGES HAS GIOOM AN 
ABIDING PLACE. 


By Frazier Hunt. 


[ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 
RAILROAD FRONT (Northern 
Russia, Christmas Day) (via Arch- 
angel, via Paris) Dec. 27.—No 
United States soldiers in the 
whole history of American arms 
ever spent a stranger or more 
unreal Christmas than these boys of 
the Three Hundred and Thirty- 
ninth Regiment, who are celebrating 
today in Northern Russia, thous- 
‘ands of miles away from home. 
In numberless tiny native outpost 
villages, tucked away on river banks 
or hidden in great forests or squat- 
ting along this single railroad line, 
American boys are trying to bring 
the American Christmas to Russia. 
A white Christnias—tall pines and 
firs glisten and@ sparkle under the 
snow blankets! In the soldiers’ bil- 
lets, in friendly, grateful peasant 
‘houses, in thick-walled, bullet- 
proof blockhouses, these boys are 
singing: American songs, telling of 
ether gentler Christmases and try- 
ing not to be too loneson:e. 
Now and then some soldier clad 
in Arctic boots, great sheep-lined 
overcoat and fur cap comes from 
standing guard into the zathering of 
his comrades and friendly natives 
clustered around a glowing stove. 
These are cheery, friendly places 
and gloom has nowhere a place at 
these firesides. 
Through the American Red Cross 
every American soldier was given 
this morning a real Christmas stock- 
ing, ‘ packed with delicacies and 
smokes. In addition, an appropria- 
tion made by the Red Cross gave 
50 cents to each man to purchase 
extras for his Christmas dinner, and 
the army, as well. gave special food. 
So everywhere along the 400 miles 
of front there are great dinners with 


delicious native game birds and 
Russian dishes. 
Some of the army commanders 


and high officials of the American 
Hmbassy came out from Archangel 
yesterday so as to be with the sol- 
Giers along the front today. Dewitt 

Poole, acting American. Am- 
bassador, is touring this railroad 
front, addressing the soldiers ard 
carrying a message that America 
and President Wilson have not for- 
rotten. them and on this Christnias 
the poorte back home are thinking 
of them. 
A special Chriétmas number of the 
soldiers’ paper here, the American 
Sentinel, reached the front this 
morning and was like a breath of 
spring. ‘This little four-page sheet, 
established a few weeks ago, has 
had a.tremendous and beneficial ef- 
fect on the morale and good spirits 
of the American soldier. Few Ilet- 
ters and no papers ever reach these 
outposts, and this American soldiers’ 
sheet is supplying the need. Amer- 
ican Red Cross Captain Roger Lewis 
established and is editing the paper, 
giving his whole time to the enter- 
prise.

USTEES OF WORLD'S PEACE. 

President Wilson continues to elabo- 
rate hig plans for a League of Nations in 
his European addresses. Each time that he: 
speaks he elucidates a new thought con- 
cerning the concert of nations to enforce 
peace, or gives a further development to | 
ideas already expressed. In his address at 
the historic Guildhall of London yesterday, 
speaking from a stage that has been a fo- 
rum of democracy for more theff a century, 
the President declared that the Peace Con- 


ing, powerful group of nations which shall 


In the course of his address the President 
asserted that the minds of the leaders of 
the British government are moving in the 
same channels as his own, and that they 
are agreed that the key to peace ig to be 
found in its guarantees rather than in the 
items of the pact. These items would re- 
main scraps of paper unless they were 
backed by a concert powerful enough to 
support and enforce them. American and 
British thought are apparently unified in 
demanding a peace of justice supported by 
force. Disarmament will not be carried to 
the point that national governments will 
be so weakened as to permit possible over- 
throw by a sudden upristng of the forces of 
anarchy and organized lawlessness. 


President Wilson repeated a previous ut- 
teratice that “force wins battles, but jus- 
tice wins victories,” and continued: “The 
people of the world want peace and want it 
now, not merely by conquest of arms, but 
by agreement of mind.” Referring to his 
fourteen fundamentals he said: “Those 
principles are clearly and definitely enough 
stated to make their application a matter 
that showld afford no fundamental difficul- 
The President's Guildhall] speech will 
be remembered because it tends to clarify 
the atmosphere regarding proportionate rep- 
resentation at the peace table. There will 
be seats for the representatives of every 
people that honestly desires to become a 
part in the new world concert, and questions 
which would tend to divide the sentiment 
of those assembled will be ayoided. The 
President hag made clear that there is a 
universal agreement of inind among free 
peoples for a League of Nations, and that 


its application will be but a 
tails. 

In his reply to the address of the King 
at Buckingham Palace the President said: 
“Every influence that the American people 
have over the affairs of the world is meas- 
ured by their sympathy and with the aspi- 
rations of free men everywhere. ... 
We have used great words; all of us have 
used the great words ‘right’ and ‘justice’ 
and now we are to prove whether or not we 
understand these words and how they are 
to be applied to the particular settlements 
which must conclude thig war. And we 
must not only understand them, but we 
must have the courage to act on our un- 
derstanding.” After declaring that “the 
hearts of men. have never beaten so sin- 
gularly in unison before, men have never 
before realized how little difference there 
Was between right and justice in one latl- 
tude and in another, under one sovereignty 
and another,” the President gave the fol- 
fowing happy expression to the moral force 
that is compelling the forward impulse to- 
wards a permanent peace of justice and 
mutual amity:

In 
that classic banquet hall, where the 
American rebels had been so round- 
ly denounced by one English King, 
a descendant of that King welcomed 
a son of the third generation of 
those rebels as ah. eqtl and 
thanked his countrymen: through 
him for their part in preserving the 
automomy of ‘the free peoples. 
anyone doubts Anglo-Saxon 
thought has kept abreast the prog- 
ress of the world that doubt is dis- 
pelled by the democratic atmos- 
Phere which pervades President 
Wilson’s London reception. And

MILLION TONS FOOD. 


SHIPMENTS INCLUDE CEREALS, 
FRESH CURED, CANNED . 
‘MEATS, LIVE STOCK.

CHICAGO, Dec, 17.--Chicago, rep- 
resentative of the Middle West, to 
which the world has looked for its 
provisions, has had a great share 
in victualing peoples and armies 
during the four years of the war, 
and in that period an enormous 
amount of provisions has passed 
through the Chicago gateway, 
With the 1918 shipments, there 
has been shipped from Chicago more 
than 40,000,000 tons of cereals. 
In the same period the méat ship- 
ments, according to the Drover's 
Trade Journal, including cured, 
canned and fresh meats, amounted 
to more than 6,000,000 tons, 
Fats, including lard. butter and 
cheese, totaled more than 1,300,000 


tons. 

In addition to grains, meats and 
fats, 20,415,000 bushels of potatoes 
were handled out of Chicago, and 
5,973,891 live@hogs, 3,587,415 head of 
cattle and 4,166,570 sheep were

Jack Wilkinson Smith's advance 
as a painter @f shore marines and 
landacapes is something to be re- 
marked an@® carefully considered. 
Two, years ago he very nearly won 
one of the best prizes offered by the 
California Art Club. I was one of 
the jury. and therefore know how 
close he came to it. This year he 
was awarded, without a dissenting 
Vote, the redent Libergy Fair's cap- 
ital prize. The first-named picture 
hangs in the one-man show the ar- 
tist is now holding at Exposition 
Park. Compare it with “November 
Days.” the shore marine that took 
the honors. Is not Jack Witkinson 
Smith's growth as a painter some- 
thing to wonder at? 

It is not only in feeling for color 
that the great gain is shown, but 
also, and equally, in technical 
power and facility. Smith paints 
better today because he has studied 
bard and knows more than he did 
two years ago. He knows more 
about nature and more about paint. 
knowledge is power. Smith's 
breadth and ease in euch pictures 
as “November Days.”

Water Colors by Robert Martin. 

The gifts of Robert Martin, who 
exposes in the smaller gallery usu- 
ally devoted to prints, are apparently 
devoted to the one medium of water 
color—and a delightful medium it 
is in the hands of the man who 
knows how to make'the most of it. 

Robert Martin seems to be sucha 
man. For, while the most exquisite 
and subtie nuances of aquarelle are 
not attempted by him, his genius 
for pure and vibrant color is so su- 
perb, and he understands the worth 
of broad simplicity so well, that he 
attains a strength and a singleness 
of effect not to be Approached in 
any ether medium. It can’t be done 
with oil—strange as this may sound 
to the uninitiated. A piece of white 
paper seems a filmsy thing enowu 
but a poet may exjuvss iniinity on it, 
Whether he uses pen or paint. 

There are only sixteen pictures fn 
Robert Martin's exhibition, none. of 
them of any considerable size, yet he 
offers you something that you won't 
forget. On broad washes of pure 
color he often imposes gouache, yet 
he never lowers the brilliancy of his 
tone nor the clarity of his color. In 
brief, he knows how to paint in 
Water color.

Their coming unheralded, Lieut. 
8S. H. Sharpe, flight commander;

The trip from the north, said 
Lieut, Sharpe, was without incident 
until the planes struck an air pocket 
while crossing over the Tehachepi 
range, when all three machines vio- 
lently nosed down ahout 400 or 500 
feet before they were arighted and 
under control. 

Lieut. Sharpe states that the high- 
est altitude reached on the trip was 
8200 feet, and that the average fiy- 
ing altitude was about 6000 feet. 
The officer says the machines came 
over without giving any mechanical 
trouble, and declares that an aerial 
postal route along the Pacific Coast 
has been found to be entirely prac- 
tical.

FEWER DEATHS. 


This is Shown by a Report 
Made to Governor. . 


Accident Submits 
Interesting Figures. 


Uses Lectures and Pictures to 
Téach Safety, 


The report of the Industrial Acci- 
dent Commission of California for 
the last fiscal year, which has just 
been placed in the hands ef the 
Governor, shows that there were 
thirty-one fewer industrial deaths 
than during the previous fiscal year, 
the total being 626, in spite of the 
larger number of employees and the 
impetus given to hazardous employ- 
ment as @ result of war activities.

dustrial injuries was 109,988. De- 
pendents to the number of 668 were 


left as the result of 284 fatalities, 
and 170 partial dependents were 
left in seventy-five fatal cases. Life 
pensions were awarded in eight 
— of serious and permanent in- 
ury. 

The injured workers were awarded 
2,769,997 in compensation, and the 
compensation and medical costs 
totalled $3,948,354. 

There were 1543 contested cases 
decided, and compensation was 
awarded to employees in 69.2 per 
cent. of the contested cases, and 
denied in 21.4 per cent. of the cases 
decided. 

NEED RE-EDUCATION, 

The average age of the persons 
killed was 38 vears, and ¢he average 
Wage wag $22.26 a week. Occupa- 
tional diseases reported numbered 
506. During the year 1947 perma- 
nent injury cases were reported and 
referred to the perinanent disability 
rating department. Investigation 
shows, #*ays the report, that need of 
industrial re-education for the per- 
manentliy crippled is apparent. 

During the fiseal vear, 12838 in- 
spections were made by ihe depart- 
ment’'s engineers and inspectors, in 
which plants there were 79,117 em- 
plovees. There were also inspected 
1670 elevators, $41 boilers and 362% 
air tanks. Iiluetrated ‘‘safety first” 
lectures and motion pictureg on pre- 
ventable accidents were used ex- 
tensively throughout the State. 

Employers have continued. to 
Patronize the State compensation 
fund in increasingly large numbers, 
Says the report, and the fund wrote 
in 1917 compensation premiums to 
the amount of $1.373,792.54, or 24.4 
per cent. of California’s total com- 
pensation premium -inecome. It is 
estimated the fund will have *% 
premium income of $2,500,000 for 
1918, representing an increase of 
about 80 per cent. over the businets 
wt 1917. 

The fund's total assets as of June 
80, 1918, were $2,263,087.85. ‘The 
expense ratio was reduced from 
15.46 per cent, in 1915 to 10,28 per 
cent, for the first six months of 1918. 
The sum of $310,205.23 was re- 
funded to policy-holders during the 
fiscal year.

During the course 
of the discussion, Deputy Jacques 
Stern declared war expenses of 
France would total 250,000,000,000 
francs, those of Great Britain he 
estimated at 200,000,000,000 and of 
Belgium at 20,000,000,000.

SUPREME COURT GETS 
DEBS SEDITION BRIEF. 


GOUNCEL CLAIMS GOVERNMENT 
HAS NO WAR POWER TO 
REGULATE SPEEOH.,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.— The 
right of the government in exercis- 
ing war powers to regulate public 
discussion and freedom of speech 
was denied by counsel for Eugene V. 
Pebs in a brief filed today with the 
Supreme Court, asking reversal of 
judgments sentencing Debs to ten 
years’ imprisonment because of 
statements made in a speech in Can- 
ton, Ohio, on June 146,. last. 

Declaring Debs’s conviction “rests 
squarely upon his ‘seditious tem- 
per,’ the brief arraigns the courts 
of the country for their attitude to- 
ward the Exsplonage Act. 

“Practically all of the cases since 
the adoption of the Espienage Act, 
In dealing: with the right of tree 
speech,” said the brief, “while giv- 
ing some measure of verbal recog- 
nition to that right, have abruptly 
swept aside’ any consideration of 
such a right in conflict with the gen- 
eral war purposes of the govern- 
ment. 

“The inference of these decisions 
and the obvious theory of the 
amendments to the Espionage Act 
added in May, 1918, is that public 
discugsions can be constitutionally 
controlled as an Incident of the war 
power, 

earnestly submit that

I think within the next few years, 
that is to say after the industry gets 
back On a norntal basis, there will 
be a very much wider employment of 
alloys, particularly those embodying 


ordinary 


#£leminum. 


I hear a great many persons say- 
ing that airplane design is going to 
have a great effect on the future of 
the motor car. Perhaps it may, but 
the influence will be indirect. The 

bleme that airplane designers 

ve to solve have little or no ap- 
plication directly to automobile en- 
gineering. 

Many of the lessons learned in de- 
sign of automotive vehicles intended 
for military use are quite useless for 
ordinary commercial preduction of 
automobiles. The armies get the very 
best that there is‘regardless of cost. 
Welded steel cylinders, for instance, 
proved their value, but this is not 
to say they will ever be used in cars 
intended to be sold to private own- 
ers. As a matter of fact, this form 


-of eylinder would be tho expensive 


for commercia] production. 

Tt is an unfortunate fact that the 
@reatest part of the improvements 
instituted in wartime design have 
had to do with the engine. which 
Was already the most advanced unit 
tm the mechanism. Taking a survey 
the advancements in design 
@chieved during the last few busy 
months makes it appear as if the en- | 
gineers could see only the engine. 
Undoubtedly this will prove bene- 
Gcial in the long run, but in the 
meantizne the ission, the 
clutch, axele and@ other parts of the 
mechanism which were . badly in 
heed of improvement have been left 
practically as they were. 

I believe that it will be quite two 
years before the American buying 
public begins to get the real benefits 
of the lessons learned in the war, in 
go far as design goes.” And even 
then I don’t believe that the cars will 
be very radically diffgrent from these 

today. 

The place where the automobile- 
buying public is going to find the 
firet effect of the war is going to be 
in quantity production, plus refine- 
ment of equipment and appearances. , 
The intensive demands of modern 
war compelled our automobile indus- 
try to speed up its production meth- 
ods, which had always been noted 
as the most rapid in the world. In 
this way our makers have learned 
short cuts in production that were 
undreamed of before the war.

They will un- 
questionably give us a hard battle 
for the export business of the world.

HE tremendous figures of farm produc- 
tion in the United States during 1918 
express in statiatica) form the glort- 

ous contribution of American agriculture to 


the winning of the war. The annual — 


of the Secretary. of Agriculture might be 
truly. said to be a statement of the Amer- 
ican farmer’s war record. Never before in 
the history Of the country, or of the world, 
for that matter, have mere statistics been 
so eloquent. 

When the historiana write of the mighty 
deeds of generals and armies it is to be 
hoped that they will record, also that in 
1918, the year of America’s earnest and ef- 
fective entry into the battle against the 


modern Huns. the farmers.of the United 


States planted 289,000,000 acres to cereals, 
potatoes and cotton and produced 19,495,- 
000,000 pounds of beef, pork and mutton. 
Millions of men have died. in the past five 


years to make the world safe for democ-' 


racy, but these men might have died in 
vain but. for the gigantic responsibility as- 
sumed and successfully carried out in 1918 
by the food producers of America. ay 


The achievement of the agriculturists 
‘im providing the food so indispensable to 
the maintenance of physical vigor and fight- 
ing morale in the nations united against 
the Prussian aggressor can be appreciated 
only by taking into consideration the con- 
ditions under which the farmers were com- 
pelled to operate. To have increased the 
crop yields under strictly normal condi. 
tions would have been an accomplishment 
worthy of note. The farmers of America, 
however, were not only called upon to pro- 
duce more than ever before, but were asked 
to do it in the face of a labor shortage, high 
prodviction costs and an all-around combi- 
nation of unfavorable clroumstances such 
_as they had mever before’ been called upon 
“to confront, This is what makes their 
achievement’ so truly remarkable. 

- Doing moré work and cultivating more 
acres with less men, the farmers of, the na- 
tion produced this year 5,638,077,000 bush- 
els of cereals as compared with 4,883, 819,- 
000 bushels as an annual average for the 
five-year period 1910.1914. The 1918 pro- 
ductiom of beef, estimated by the United 
States Department of Agriculture at 8,500,- 
000,000 pounds, compares with 7,384,007,000 
pounds in 1917. A total of 10,500,000,000 
pounds of pork was produced this year as 
againgt 8,450,148,000 pounds last year. The 
production of mutton and goat meat in- 
creased from 491,205,000 pounds io 495,- 
000,000 pounds. Handicapped as they were, 
the dairy farmers were able to contribute 
8,429,000,000 gallons of milk to the food 


supply, or 141,000,000 gallons more than last | « 


year. The wool growers furnished 299.,- 
921,000 pounds of wool, Compared with 28, 
892,000 pounds in 1917. The poultry indus- 
try, “shot to pieces” as it was by almost 
ruinously high feed costs, nevertheless 
Yielded 1,921,000,000 dozens of eggs as 
against some 37,000,000 @ozens less than 
that in 1917. Likewise the peultrymen pro- 
duced 589,000,000 fowls as compared with 
678,000,000 last year. 


Read these figures, Mr. Farmer, and you, 
Mr.. City Man, whose patriotically-planted 
and carefully-tended garden and poultry- 
yard hélped piece out the great food total 
and release grain and moat for shipment 
abroad, America ig prouc of them and of 
you who made potsible the production 
which they record. As figures, of course, 
they. can only be -approximately correct, 
but they are based on the most careful in- 
vestigations and tabulatidns by the official 


government agencies and must be accepted 
as being the closest estimates possible to 
make. They tell the story and it is such a 
story as mere figures have never told be- 
fore. Along with the mighty and valorous 
deeds of those who bore arms for their 
country in the momefitous year now ending- 
must be recorded the tremendous achieve. 
ments of the soldiers of the soil who la- 
irsadagp and triumphed against trying obsfa- 
cles on the home front. 


Support the Bureau. 


NE dollar a year is a small fee indeed 
to pay toward the support of an in- 
Stitution which is doing as much good 

in the field of agriculture as the Los Ange- 
les County Farm Burgau, but that is all 
that the farmers of the county are asked 
to contribute. An effort is being made at 
thig time to increase the membership of 
the bureau to 3000. It ought to be 5000, and 
if-the farmers who have earnestly support- 
ed the project in the past year will each do- 
his best to interes® others in the work such 
a membership can be realized and main- 
tained. There are many city folk who go 
in for gardening and poultry raising who 
could well afford to contribute dollars 
the support of such an institution and 
could get enough benefit through consulta- 
tion with the bureau experts to repay them- 
selves many times for so small an outlay.

-It is a well 
recognized fact that mem’s success in busi- 
ness depends, largely on their judgment of 
the value of property. 

Let us take up a few figures in order that 
we may better see the relative value of the 
dairy sire. The following figures show the

thirty grade cows on which he may be used.

One can see that the bull’s cost is only - 
one-sixteenth (a little over 6 per cent.) of 
the total investment and yet his influence 
on the future herd is fully as much ag the 
other fifteen-sixtenths (94 per cent.) of the 
ipvestment. This shows of how much im- 
portance is the investment in a good pure- 
bred dairy bull. From a strictly business 
stindpoint a farmer cannot afford to use a 
scrub bull. Granting that the scrub bull 
does not lower the production of his daugh- 
ters below that of their dams (and we 
rarely find a scrub bul] that does that well) 
we would lose all the profit that would be 
possible had a good sire been used. Aside 
from that, we must consider the value on 
the market of the offspring. 

Keeping a scrub bull is not only a losing™” 
proposition so far as production goes, but 
the owner will lose the price of a good 
bull many times over each year in the 
market, value of the offspring. Tite dail 
farmer could not afford+to use a scrrb bu 
even if the anima] were given to him and 
he were paid to use him.

‘bull ig not generally realized by the ma- 


jority of farmers: There seems to exist a 
strange and disproportioned sense of judg- 
ment in many minds concerning the value 
of an efficient pure-bred sire as compared 
with horses, machinery and other equipment 
about the farm. A farmer will pay $200 
for a horse when he knows the value of the 
animal will continue for only a few years. 
He will pay. from $125 up for a harvester 
or other farm implement which, while most 
necessary, is used only ten or fifteen days 


The second series Is similar to the first. 
and shows the effect in production made by 
the. use of good, pure-bred bulls in only 
two generations. Cow No. 196 was indif 
ferent, to say the least. The best that she 
could be persuaded to produce was 4125 
pounds of milk and 174 pounds of butter fat. 
Per daughter. cow No. 192, produced 8923 
pounds of milk and 307 pounds of butter 
fat. The increase, in this case, was 480% 
pounds of milk and 133 pounds of butter fat 
and the percentage of increase was 116 in 
milk and 76 in butter fat. 

The next. generation, cow No. 184, pro 
duced 10,194 pounds of milk and 374 pond 
of butter fat. The improvement in produc. 
tion that the grand-daughter shows over 
her mediocre grand dam amounts to 6069 
pounds of milk and 200 pounds of butter fat, 
or 147 per cént. in milk and 115 per cent. 

These two instances furnish striking ex- 
amples of the advisability and practicabil 
ity of building up dairy herds by breeding. 
The original cows in both cases were of 
promiscuous breeding. It was only reason. 
able to expect that a dairy sire of pure

the greater will be the percentage of true 
dairy blood in the resulting progeny, and 
the less will be the liability of reversion to 
the faults of scrub ancestors. The benefits 
are cumulative In that each succeeding fen- 
eration is not only better dairy stock, but 
also provides a better foundation for the 
generations that are to follow. 

The one sure, economical and profitable 
method of getting a good dairy cow is 
through intelligent breeding. 

THE SAFE SIDB. 

When the dairyman realizes the value of 
the dairy bull's influence on the herd, he 
understands the importance in the selection 
of @ good sire. The dairy cattle of today 
have been developed from native cows that 
gave only enough milk for their young. The 
ability to give large quantities of milk is 
an acquired characteristic developed 
through many generations of breeding, and 
there fs always a tendency for the produc- 
tion to revert back to that of the native 
cow, although this tendency is not nearly 
so strong among pure breds as it is among 
cattle of mixed breeding. A bull whose an- 
cestors have been bred for many genera- 
tions for one purpose is much more certain 
to transmit these desirable characteristics 
than one whose ancestry is mixed. It can 
readily be seen, then, that In selecting a 
herd sire it. ts of the utmost importance 
that he have high producing ancestry back 
of him. It should also be remembered that 
the influence of the ancestors in the first

T IS a strange thing to see mer straining

Nor can any more be said for the hot air 
furmace which sends its blasts out of the 
cellar, or for the heating stove which is 
réally next to a dead thing, after all. 

All can be said that there is to say, and 
all ean be done that is to be done, and 
the fact still remains that the only fire to 
be spoken of outside of paying the bills for 
it is a wood fire. Like every good friend, 
ott asks but little and gives so much. 

We cannot imagine St. Francis speaking 
of “sister fire” in a sermon when only

Were on hand to listen to him. No poet 
could make a song about them. No man 
can sit with them and conjure dreams. 
But, let a man have a wood fire of a win- 
try night when his day’s work is done, and 
he will sit content and ask for nothing 
else. It will speak to him and make pic- 
tures and it will summon up all his glad 
an@ tender memories of the past. More 
than that, he shall ride with kings, himself 
clothed in gold and purple, as the flames 
dance and flicker in the logs of his chimney. 

The whole cycle of being is in that log 
in the chimney flames. It was a seed; it 
crew into a tree; sun and wind and rain 
co, its ministers; the ax felled it; now it 

transformed into another element; it-dies 
in embers and becomes ashes; it returns to 
the soll of earth to nurture another seed 
that will graw to be another tree.

More than once when we sat beside the 
blaze of the stone chimney, watching the 
endless pageantry of its pictures, we have 
imagined that we saw the face of the first 
man who discovered that flame could be 
lrawn from sticks of wood. 

How many millions of years ago was it 
that this man lived? “We are sure that it 
was long before there were chemists, and 

this is something else for which to be 
thankful. How was it that this first fire 
maker stumbled upon his discovery—the 
most wonderful of all the discoveries ever 
made by man down to this day? 

Howbeit, he comes sometimes and does it 
all over again for us in the chimney's danc- 
ing flames. We see the wonder on his face. 
We hear him calling to his people to be- 
hold the miacle. He smiles out upon us 
‘as we tell him that he is the man who 
started everything that we boast of now— 
the wheels, the machines, the automobiles, 
the tractors, the airships and all. 

But wait. One time, we think, we listened 
to the true story. It was on a winter's 
night, and the first fire maker told us that 
it all happened one time when he was mak- 
ing a song and wag rubbing two sticks to- 
gether to furnish accompaniment. Sud- 
denly the sticks flamed together in his 
hands.

When, however, common 
business methods as followed in that coun- 
try were openly applied in war and diplo- 
macy, the world was profoundly .shocked 
~ Were kings and statesmen and great gen- 
erals no more than vulgar liars? civil@ation 
“asked. Whether the German code of crimi- 
nal behavior was built up by business or by 
the ,government may be discovered some 
day} No mattér whence it came, it seems to 
con the conduct of the high and low. 
The man in the ranks, a grenade in hand, 
cried “Kamerad” and then murdered the sol- 
dier who spared his life. Treachery of the 
same kind, in principle, at least, is to be 
found im German business life. A German 
prefers to cheat an Englishman, a French- 
man or an American, but he will cheat one 
of his own countrymen, if no other person

NOTHER practice that the German 

army copied from German business is 
known to military writers as infiltration. A 
hundréd German soldiers, hidden in the 
brush would watch, like Indians, for a hole 
in the French or British front.

Other groups were doing the same else 
where. Uniting, they fell upon their enemy 
from behind. 

German business men employ the same 
tactics in every country throughout the 
world.

Mr. Palmer, the cus- 
todian of alien property, has shown by his 
investigations that@hundreds of millions of 
dollars of German money were hard at 
work all over the United States In extend- 
ing German business and in obtaining funds 
for the war that had been planned against 
Europe and this country. 

And concealed millions at that—millions 
that were disguised. hy American trade 
names, ag many millions elsewhere are bid- 
den under English, French, Spanish, Italian, 
Swedish, Norwegian and other names. 

“People everywhere,” Mr. Snow says, “ate 
pow awake to the German methods, but the 
mistake must not be made of underestimat- 
ing the recuperative power of the Germans 
and of overestimating the effects of the 
“burden of billions’ resting on Germany as 
the result of the war.” 

The chief industry of Germany, when at 
peace, is agriculture, for which it must have 
phosphates bought elsewhere. Its second 
industry is the manufacture of textiles. Cot- 
ton is obtained, for most part, in the United 
States; wool in Australia and South Africa 
and silk in France and Italy. For its metal 

‘Industries Germany must have Bolivian tin, 
American copper, French aluminum and 
,. Australian zinc and lead. It can get jute 
only in India and rubber only through Great 
Britain.

Copper is used in most war materials. In 


connection with zinc it forms brass, the 


most important of all metal alloys. -Hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of it are con- 
sumed in this way for cartridge cases and 
shell fuses, and it has its place In every big 
gun and almost every weapon of war. It is 
used in airplanes and motor cars, and it is 
almost indispensable for electrical and ther- 
mal transmission. 


It is estimated that every mile of trolley 
line in the United States requires 2000 
pounds of copper for power transmission 
alone, and about ten years ago the Ameri- 
can.Bell Telephone system had in use more 


than 400,000,000 pounds of wires made of 


copper. It was used for telegraph and tele- 
phone lines on the battlefields, and the ocean 
cables, of which there are now over 200,000 
miles, eat it up by the thousands of tons. 


Copper is used largely in shipbuijding 
and in the past the wooden vessels were 
often copper bottomed. It is employed in 
making machines of all kings, and it :s a 


_ part of the foundation of modern industry 


as well as modern warfare. 


Pins Alone Use Millions | 
of Pounds of Copper. 


AKE the insignificant matter of the pins 
you use for fastening your clothes. We 
use millions of pounds of copper for that pur- 
pose alone.

The average 
production for the past ten years has been 
little more than 2,000,000,000 pounds. It be- 
gan with less than 1,600,000,000 pounds in 
1907 and it hag steadily increased almost 
every year until in 1916 the output was 
more than 3,000,000,000 pounds. The in- 
crease of 1916 over 1914 is more than 59 per 
cent. and almost the whole of this incrcase 
has come from the United States. For 
years we have been producing more than 
half the copper in the world, and in 1916 we

United States Biggest Copper

HE United States is the chief copper 

country of the world. We produce six 
times as much as Mexico, which is our 
mearest rival, and more than eight times as 
much as Spain, which was for a long time 
the world’s chief copper producer. The 
product of Michigan is more than half as 
large as that of all Mexico, and Arizona and 
Montana have a copper output greater than 
that of any two foreign nations combined.

Spain has one of the oldest and most fa- 
mous of all copper mines. It is situated in 
the southern part of the peninsula, not far 
from Palos, where Columbus fitted out his 
first expedition for the discovery of America. 
The mine is known as the Rio Tinto. It 
covers eight square miles, and gives a living 
to more than 50,000 people. It is worked 
by tunnels and quarries, and its terraces 
are traversed by nearly sixty miles of rail- 
ways on which 750 cars are kept running to 
get out the ore. This mine has been worked 
for thousands of years, and there fs a tradi- 
tion that the copper used in Solomon’ s Tem- 
ple came from it. 


Copper is ene of the six metals mentioned 
in the Old Testament. There ardé miner in 
the desert of Sinai which probably supplied 
metal for ancient Egypt. Those mines are 
said to be the oldest known to man. The 
workings are still visible and they were 
operated as recently as 1300 B. C., at which 
time a bronze statue of Rameses Il was 
cast, Whether.the copper came from Sinai 
is not known. 

Among the copper deposits\of Russia are 
some in the Caucasus Mountains, not far 
from Batum, in which American capital is 
interested. The mines there have been 
worked for centuries, but recent. develop-

United States fifth in the list of the nations 
with which it dealt‘ most profitably. Its 
trade with Belgium amounted to more than

The girls used lip sticks and rouge and 
dyes for the eyes, carried vanity bags on 
their arms, and interviewed a group of per- 
fume bottles when preparing for a gala day. 

The men were dandies to their finger tips, 
having thefr sails manicured regularly. They 
introduced the walking stick as an ornament 
of elegance, sending their men down into 
Persia to get a likely bit of timber from 
which a cane could be reduced. And when 
they wanted a new dog to attend them in 
their promenades, they dispatched a spe- 
clalist to India to select one for them. The 
fact that the puppy that left India was a 
thoughtful, middle-aged dog when it reached 
its Babylonian owner was of no concern. 

The plains around Babylon were the Kan- 
gas, Nebraska and Dakotas of their age, pro- 
ducing such abundant crops of wheat and 
other cereals that the owners became s0 
wealthy they could command the resources 
of all lands. Truly it was tle golden age of 
the farmer there. Babylon started with 4 
bread box and ended with a jewe! chest and 
a wine cellar. 

‘Time ana money became plentiful at the 

same time, in the way they have, and Baby- 

. loniang started a hotel, originated a cabaret 

and organized the first “jazz band” some 
drums and a lute. The first landlady was a 
slave girl who put five extra beds in her 
house during the sixth year of the reign of 
Cambyses. Before that, visitors had been 
dependent on ffiends or acquaintances for 
shelter, or had slept in the street. 


The cabaret first appeared at a splendid 
banquet given by one of the young bloods, 
when dancing. singing and vaudeville turns, 
diverted the guests from the interminable 
service of foods. No good banquet in those 
days lasted less than three weeks, and a 
really swell affair ran into months. Often- 
times the guests arrived for the feast with 
black, glossy locks, and left slightly gray and 
worn. Several changes of costume, were 
of course necessary. And several wigs also.

A God Had to Make Good 
There to Prosper. | 


ELIGION was the dominating theme of 
all lives in Babylon, affecting the most 
minute social and political affairs. The 
_ progress of the gods to popular favor was 
much like that of the district politician of to- 
day. First a god popular in its own 
little district where it had been created. 
If affairs in that community prospered, more 
districts accepted the god, until, if the 
reigns met with no calamity, a temple was 
built in the heart gf Babylon and the god be- 
came an object 6f general worship. 
But if some restless citizen of Babyldén set 
up a new god in some suburb, and misfor- 
tune attended the affairs of the neighbor- 
hood, the province of the deity was never 
extended, and finally he was cast aside, while 
his former followers went to the temple of 
some more successful idol. Marduk was the 
most successful of all gods, starting in a 
community of shanties, and advancing in 
—, until all Babylon ‘came to pay 
rence. 
The temples were the most extravagant 
expreésions of the architects’ and builders’ 
genius. Before the corner stone or corner 
brick rather—for there were no stones in 
Babylon and pebbles were treasured almost 
like jewels—weas laid, the ground was conse- 
erated by being strewn with honey and per- 
fumes.

One of the most popular temples was that 
of Ishtar, the goddess of fertility, a correct 
reproduction of which appears in D. W. Grif- 
fith’s great film prodtction “Intolerancéd.” 
She is presented as a gigantic figure holding 
a human being nine feet tall, to ome of her 
breasts. Crowds of temple girls attended 
the altars, devoting their lives to the service 
and never marrying. Oftentimes they ap.- 
peased the maternal instinct by buying a 
child from some mother with a too abund@ht 
family. 


The reputation of these priestesses was 
not above reproach according to modern 
standards of social judgment, but it was one 
of the precepts of the worship to exercise 
certain functions, and because of its inti- 
miate relation tothe worship, the high priests 
addressed themselves to the virgins, who 
later were given in marriage without the 
least reproach clinging to their delicate de 


‘Bach woman was required Shce in her life 
to visit*the shrine of Beltis in the grove of 
Mylitta. Her mother took her to the grove 
where she sat beneath a tree until a passing 
man was attracted to her. His introduction 
was the flipping of a silver coin which she 
treasured ever after as a most precious sou- 
venir. Unattractive women were sometimes. 
forced to remain in the grove several years 
before their quest was fulfilled. This cus. 
tom was enforced by law, and was in no way 
derogatory to the women's characters. 


The Women of Babylon 
the Original Suffragettes. 


ND the women of Babylon had the 
highest standing of any time in the 
world’s history, being permitted*to make 
contracts alone, vote and .occupy public of- 
fices, even presiding as judges. They were 
the original suffragettes. 
The marriage ceremonies were part civi! 
and part religious as now, and no marriage 
was legally valid without a contract. The 
bride had a dowry. Parents could not sell 
their daughters, but if the parents -were 
dead, a brother could sell his sister. The 
ceremony was precedeg by the arrival of the 
bride with great formalfty, bearing her weav- 
ing, her slaves and her money. 


Those who officiated first placed their: 


hands and: feet against the hands and feet of 
the groom, then against those of the bride, 
and her neck was next placed beside his. 
He was made to repeat: “Silver and gold fill 
thy lap. Thou art my wife; I am thy hus- 
band. Like the fruits of the orchard will | 
give thee spring.” Next came the cere- 
mony of binding the sandals on feet of 
thé couple, and of handing them the string 
with which to tie their shoes, and finally the 
purse containing silver and gold.

NE event rich in results for me was 

the wedding of a Miss Crane, who was 
married at the then almost unheard-of age 
of 40. Among the guests was James Gor 
don Bennett, editor of the New York Her- 
ald; his wife was a sister of Mis; Crane's. 
The acquaintance made that evening with 
Mr.. Bennett and his wife lasted as long as

The Bennetts entertained many of the 
great celebrities of the day, and I was of- 
ten invited. Mr. Bennett himself was a 
Scotchman, with a decided burr in his 
speech and a defect in one eye.

One of his hobbies was the 
coming downfal] of the American republic. 
He used to enjoy teasing his young lady 
guesis who at that time were on fire with 
enthusiasm for the cause of the North in 
the Civil War.
